BAR HILL NATURE RESERVE 
Hi again! 

The nights are getting lighter, Lesser Celandine is 
flowering and the spear-shaped leaves of the "Lords 
and Ladies " are appearing. There are frogs and 
Camon Newts in my garden pond, and they will be at 
the reserve's ponds soon. 

I spent an hour recently, clearing some of the weed 
from the pond to create an open area rather than 
let the pand became too full and clog up. 

A couple of weeks ago, I went and cleared the nest 
boxes at the reserve, ready for the coming nesting 
season. The results were as follows: 

20 of 27 tit-boxes were used, 1 of 7 open-fronted 
boxes was used by a wren. There were 3 other boxes, 
2 kestrel boxes and an owl box ( used by a Little 
Qwl ). 6 boxes were lost last year, due to fallen 
trees and outside help ). A total of 5 chicks were 
found dead in 3 boxes.13 eggs were found in 5 boxes 
— some had fallen down into the nest material and 
been missed by the parents, 
had been laid, but a new nest had been laid on top 
of them. 

The notice board will soon be going back up at the 
reserve ( as soon as I have glued up the breakages 
caused by the lads who took it away in the first 
place and broke it) as well as a new mature reserve 


and in some cases eggs

You will also notice a new set of " Toad Crossing " 


signs on the raod, each side of the reserve ....a 
few toads cross in this area, 
Madingley, but please drive more carefully in this 
area, Thanks,
